American position on a certain sec- 
tion of the French front was raided 
during a heavy fog shortly after day- 
light tlils" morning. .'The attack was 
preceded by a violent artillery bar- 
rage. 


Two Americans were killed and 


four wounded. One soldier is miss- 
ing and is believed to have been cap- 
tured by the enemy. 


Casualties have been occurring al- 


most daily for several days on this 
sector. It is now permitted to dis- 
close that all the recent casualties 
given out from Washington occurred 
in this sector. 
The deaths /were 


caused by shell fire, mostly shrap- 
nel. 


~I^ast 
night 
was 
fairly 
quiet 


throughout the American sector. The 
usual number of shells came over, 
doing no damage and there were the 
customary sporadic outbursts of ma- 
chine gun fire from both sides at 
points where the opposing lines are 
nearest.

country for miles around for several 
days became 'still thicker, blotting 
out all except the nearest enemy po- 
sition. At seven o'clock three muf- 
fled reports sounded through the fog.

projectiles exploded on three sides 
of an American' listening post just 
outside the wire, within 45 feet of 
.an enemy listening post. 
"Then hell broke loose," said one

.director at New York and Sir Cun- 
nop Guthrie, director of British ship- 
ping in this country, are the other 
.members of the committee. 
Freight consigned abroad will be 


loaded in bottoms wherever available 
and the committee is empowered also 
to direct ships to ports where freight 
congestion is most urgently in need 
of relief. Supplies from the south 
no longer will be sent to New York 
for overseas shipment/ but will go 
abroad directly from southern ports.

ing company 93000 tor not comply- 
ing with the government's regula- 
tions. 
The action was taken yesterday 
after Mr. Croxton had informed the 
federal food officials that O. C. Yant, 
general 
manager of the Canton 
plant, had sold 100 pounds of sugar 
to each of 28 employes and less 
amounts to other workers at the es- 
tablishment. The Ohio administra- 
tor also charged that friends and rel- 
atives of Mr. Yant and business men 
at Canton had been sold sugar in 
100-pound lots. 


It was decided in Washington that 


the $3000 collected from the con- 
cern, should 
be divided 
equally 


among the Red Cross, Y. M. C, A. 
and Knights of Columbas war funds, 
and paid Into the local chapters of 
these organizations at Canton.

AUTHORITIES TO 
RID GHILLICOTHE 
OF UNDESIRABLES

Camp Sherman, Chillicothe. Ohio, 


January 31. — In conjunction with 
Chillicothe authorities military police 
today took steps to rid the town and 
the camp of undesirable women and 
other characters of the underworld 
who flocked to the city with the op- 
ening of the camp last September. 


Officials say that but. little com- 


mercialized vice has existed here. It 
has been estimated that possibly 200 
women and girls of loose .morals 
caused considerable embarrassment, 
includiag- - iB^rcer&*ibif%in^&ie^«itjr 
prison in the case of one man, while 
in the other instance a woman: 'was 
confined. In both cases the families 
had been imposed upon .by strangers 
who had appealed to them for rooms 
late at night. The homes were later 
raided by military police. 


It was announced today that all 


people sent from the 
information 


bureau to Chillicothe homes for lodg- 
ing or people referred to thereto by 
the Travelers Aid Workers will ibear 
cards of introduction indicating the 
relationship of the bearers. •Chilli- 
cothe people were assured today that 
if they will list their homes with, the 
community organization division of 
the war camp training activities com- 
mission they would be protected. The 
need for housing visitors, especially 
at the week end, is admittedly 
ur- 


gent, officials say, and should Chilli- 
cothe close their doors to visitors se- 
rious situation would ensue. Impos- 
ters will be dealt with severely. 


Authorities have expressed repeat- 


edly the belief that most of the wo- 
men and girls involved were attract- 
ed by the .excitement of camp life. 
They asserted that most of the offen- 
ders operating here were not 'pro- 
fessionals. 


Military authorities today put the. 


stamp of approval on the new taxi- 
cab system as a means of practically 
eliminating the bootleggers and ques- 
tionable women who have known to 
operate in taxicabs. Military police 
have complete control of the cars and 
drivers are required to adhere strict- 
ly to the new rules. 


At the same time steps will be ta- 


ken to rid the camp of women who 
are suspected of being immoral. Sev- 
eral hundred girls and women are 
employed at various places in the 
cantonment, such as at the canteens 
and laundry and other places. Most 
of them are soldiers wives or are en- 
gaged to selects, -but im posters are 
known to have crept in.

Assurances 
of solidarity are said to have reach- 
ed the committee Tuesday from Leip- 
zig, Dusseldorf and Barman, notwith- 
standing the rigid military control 
throughout Germany.

The report of a strike in the 


works at Essen is not confirmed, but 
the Munlsh Post says Dr. Krupp von 
Bohlen has issued a statement to the

of crisis and 
to remember i 


their brothers in the field." 


Among the views expressed in spe- 


cial, dispatches from Holland in re- 
sard to the German strike is one that 
the German government is exploiting 
what hardly amounts to more than 
a peace-time demonstration with the 
object, if possible, of producing a 
more serious 
movement in allied 


countries, where it apparently be- 
lieves the governments are less able 
than itself to control such move- 
ments. 


Another 
correspondent 
gathers 


from the German press that the Ger- 
man government intends to make the 
strike 
movement 
a 
pretext 
for 


breaking off the Brest-Litovsk ne- 
gotiations and is ascribing it to the 
machinations of the Bolsheviki with 
whom, therefore, it would be impos- 
sible to hold further conferences. 


The semi-official Nord Deutsche 


Allemeine Zeitung, commenting on 
the political aims of the strike com- 
mittee, warns the strikers that they 
will accomplish nothing by their ac- 
tion in reference to the negotiations 
at Brest-Litovsk. 
Instead of fur- 


thering the peace movement, it says, 
the strikes will prejudice the nego- 
tiations and encourage her enemies 
to resist 
Germany's 
just 
claims. 


The newspaper adds that the govern- 
ment expects the strikers as the re- 
sult of calm consideration to realize 
the foolishness of their attitude and 
resume work.
